James Barrett 
admitted shooting 


twelve men and one woman and of 
these two died. 


Por one killing he was acquitted, 


and for the other given one year in 
the penitentiary, being pardoned last 
April. 


Last night Howard and James Bar- 


rett played poker in Jackson and Bar- 
rett won Howard's money and accept- 
ed his pistol as a pawn for $10.
